More than 250 Romulus edu¬ 
cation supporters - including

“We remain undaunted,” 
leaders of the Environmental 
Disposal Systems Inc. stated 
last week following the 7-0 vote 
by Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers to reject a planned settle¬ 
ment between the city and 
EDS. 

EDS, headed by its presi¬ 
dent Doug Wicklund, revealed 
they were obviously “disap¬ 
pointed that the City Council 
refused to follow their attor¬ 
ney’s recommendation to ap¬ 
prove the settlement that had 
been worked over for about a 
year. 

The official statement ad¬ 
ded “not one shred of scien¬ 
tific evidence has been 
presented that suggests our fa¬ 
cility would be a hazard to the 
community. 

“If we receive final Michi¬ 
gan Department of Environ¬ 


mental Quality (DEQ) approval 
for development of our pro¬ 
ject, we will proceed to con¬ 
struct and operate it (the well) 
in accordance with federal 
and state laws and city ordi¬ 
nances where applicable,” 
statement added. 

In addition EDS stated “we 
also intend to vigorously pur¬ 
sue our damage claims against 
the City of Romulus for dam¬ 
ages that we have suffered as a 
result of former Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and members of the 
City Council’s illegal actions 
against us.” 

The EDS statement con¬ 
cluded by stating “we are sur¬ 
prised at State Rep. Raymond 
Basham’s cavalier comments 
congratulating the City Coun¬ 
cil for their refusal to heed the 
advice of their own attorneys 
and for putting the city’s assets 
at risk after being advised by 
their insurer. Risk Manage¬

Once again the issue of a 
Romulus firefighter shortage 
surfaced on the council floors 
Monday night, as Councilwo- 
man Debbie Romak voiced her 
objection to the city’s annual 
budget to symbolize her frus¬ 
tration with the lack of 
changes at the city’s four fire 
stations.

Oakley said Fire Chief 
David Allison was working on 
a report for possible changes 
in fire department operations, 
but that was temporarily sus¬ 
pended when he was injured 
in a fire apparatus accident 
with a van in which a Romulus 
resident was fatally injured. 

Two other councilmen, Will¬ 
iam Wadsworth and Randolph 
Gear, also expressed concern 
over the lack of firefighter 
availability, but they said that 
would not block them from 
supporting the city’s budget. 

The main issue being de¬ 
bated in recent years has been 
should Romulus employ full¬ 
time firemen because of the 
growing number of businesses 
and homes rising within the 
city. 

Councilman Don Morris 
chided Romak’s comments as 
“political statements.” 

Morris comments were chal¬ 
lenged by Wadsworth and citi¬ 
zen Verlie Wilhide. They

stated comments made by Ro¬ 
mak dealt with safety in the 
city and were not made simply 
for political advantage. 

Wilhide asked Morris to 
give his home phone number 
over Cable TV so residents 
could speak to him on the is¬ 
sue.

Oakley and Morris said the 
fire department issue is a com¬ 
plex one.

Romulus High School was 
one of only two Michigan 
schools recently to win a key 
Presidential Award for com¬ 
bined academic-community 
service successes.

tary, specifically, for their pro¬ 
ject? 

“We selected this particular 
program in light of the commu¬ 
nity assessment we performed 
in the city of Inkster,” Henry 
said. “We found that the city 
has a high rate of heart dis¬ 
ease, especially among the Af¬ 
rican American population 
and, after doing some re¬ 
search, we found that healthy 
habits develop at young ages, 
therefore, if we could develop 
healthy habits in these chil¬ 
dren, we could possibly impact 
the number of cases of heart 
disease in adulthood.” 

The student nurses also 
noted that Inkster has been 
the target of negative press 


and they thought their pro¬ 
gram would help improve the 
city’s image. 

“Lately, the Inkster school 
system seemed to get so much 
bad press, so we (Madonna 
University Students) thought 
that since they are doing some 
positive things here, they 
should be recognized.” 

“Each student who partici¬ 
pated did a fabulous job,” He¬ 
nry continued, “and we are 
proud of each of them.

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Council person’s statements only 
fuel flames of recall proponents 


If we were tx) name a Newsmaker of the Year, like 
many publications do, strong consideration would 
have to be given to Dave Cox. 

Cox, former Wayne-Westland school board presi¬ 
dent and now Westland City Council member and as¬ 
sistant to the mayor in Romulus, gets more contro¬ 
versial ink than any three people. Our Sound Off fea¬ 
ture and Letters to the Editor are filled with words, 
most often unkind, toward the controversial public 
figure. 

Since leaving the school board to take an appoint¬ 
ed position on the council (Cox was re-elected to that 
position by the slimmest of mai^gins in November), 
he has become the number one enemy of council 
critics and has taken a lot of heat away from Mayor 
Thomas in the process. 

Cox has aligned himself with council peers Trav 
Griffin, Sharon Scott and David James to create hav¬ 
oc on the council. First the group ousted Council 
President Sandra Cicirelli for their own Trav Griffia 
Then they fired Clerk Pat Gibbons for essentially not 
being a team player 

Along the way, Cox also managed to field charges 
of carpetbagging (opponents in the November elec¬ 
tion claim Cox lived in Wayne, not Westland), a con¬ 
flict of interest because he was assistant to the mayor 
of Romulus), and violating various state laws (with 
Griffin he had been charged with using City of 
Westland stationary to campaign, and charged 
and cleared of violating the open meetings Act). Op¬ 
ponents have managed these charges and more in a 
relatively short stay in office. 

In his defense, Cox has been cleared of most 
charges (albeit by a city attorney that is clearly lined 
with the Griffin, Cox political agenda). And working 
his full-time job in Romulus ought not to be in con¬ 
flict with his part-time position in Westland. 

But (Dox, for some reason likes to fuel the fire of 
his opponents. Fbr instance, at last week’s council 
meeting he made a long, rambling speech asking for 
apologies from fellow council people Glenn Ander¬ 


son and Richard 
LeBlanc, But ad- 
ditionally, he 
called council 
critics “an em¬ 
barrassment to 
me and our city” 
and added, “I 
would have more luck talking to a fire hydrant than 
you people.” 

I would term inflammatory statements like this as 
confrontational politics, and Westland, for whatever 
reason, has its share of confrontationalists on both 
sides of the issue. Unfortunately, there is a clear dis¬ 
tinction that Cox and others sometimes foiget 

Cox and Griffin and their peers are elected repre¬ 
sentatives of the people. They are expected to treat 
“the people,” whether they agree with their position 
or not, in a respectful manner The council and mem¬ 
bers of the Thomas administration (i.e. Sylvia Ko- 
zorosky-Wiacek and Keith Madden) have committed 
their share of improprieties and certainly cannot be 
portrayed as blameless. In my opinion, as a repre¬ 
sentative of the people, Cox and peers would further 
their agenda by listening to people and admitting the 
mistakes of the council and City Hall versus calling 
their opponents names and not allowing them speak. 

Mayor Thomas had all but defused the recall 
movement with his reversal on several issues and 
his announcement that he will run for county com¬ 
missioner. Those ingenious political moves all but 
saved his council cronies from further embarrass¬ 
ment and possible recall. 

Now, however, David Cox appears to have ignited 
the recall movement again. His accusatory speech 
and his unkind reaction to critics showing up at the 
Romulus council meeting has spurred the ire of 
Brenda Gracin, Roger Caldwell and their recall-hun¬ 
gry minions. 

Cox certainly knows how to make politics interest¬ 
ing

Success may doom home schooling 


In the eighties, A Nation at 
Risk warned Americans about 
failing public schools. 

Many parents who could afford 
it coped with the calamity by en¬ 
rolling their kids in traditional 
private schools or by hiring after¬ 
school tutors trained in arith¬ 
metic and phonics and capable of 
challenging kids numbed by pub¬ 
lic schools’ whole language and 
whole math and group learning 

In contrast, government offi¬ 
cials resisted reform efforts, 
choosing instead to market snake 
oil like teaching machines or 
right brain-left brain calisthenics. 
The snake oil’s inevitable failure 
turned out a bigger educational 
bust than even critics had predict¬ 
ed (though it pleased the educa¬ 
tional lobby and their dupes in 
Michigan’s legislature and in the 
governor’s mansion by expanding 
cradle-to-grave public schools). 

Meanwhile, home schooling of¬ 
fered an alternative. Originally a 
fringe activity, the superiority of 
home-schooled students to public 
and private school students, not to 
mention the satisfaction offered 
to home schooling parents, drew 
mainstream families into the mix. 

1.3 million home schooled stu¬ 
dents later, home schooling has 
proved itself as the best way for 
kids to learn and the surest way to 
avoid epidemic social problems. 

Lawrence RudneFs 1998 study 
of about 20,(X)0 home-schooled 
students indicated that they sig¬ 
nificantly outperformed public 
and private school students. Stu¬ 
dents taught at home scored high¬ 
er than their public- and private- 
school counterparts in every sub¬ 
ject of the Iowa Test of Basic 
Skills. 

The study said that kids in 



grades one to four perform one 
grade level higher than their pub¬ 
lic- and private-school peers. By 
eighth grade, the average home 
student performs four grade lev¬ 
els above the national average. 

“As a group, home-schooled 
children score significantly better 
on standardized tests than stu¬ 
dents in public or even private 
schools, according to a growing 
body of research,” reported the 
Christian Science Monitor article 
in an article about the Iowa Test 
results. 

“I always believed that home- 
schoolers would do better,” said 
Bobbie Cleary, a former engineer, 
who has home schooled five chil¬ 
dren - Christine, 15, Jessica, 13, 
Karen, 10, Kimberly, 7, and 
Daniel, 4 - in two Canton subdivi¬ 
sion homes. 

Since the findings must come 
as a surprise to soccer moms un¬ 
der the spell of public school 
rhetoric, I asked Bobbie to ex¬ 
plain why home schooled pupils 
excel. 

“It’s because we have access to 
a free market home schooling sys¬ 
tem that is not hampered by bu¬ 
reaucracy, so we can use the sys¬ 
tems that work,” she said. “Fbr ex¬ 
ample, I don’t know any home 
school teachers who teach their 
children how to read using whole 
language or sight reading meth¬ 
ods [methods that don’t teach be¬ 
ginning readers to read by pri¬ 


marily sounding out syllables] like 
they use in public schools. 

’’Instead, we use phonetics [a 
method that teaches beginners to 
read by sounding out syllables in¬ 
to wordsl’’ 

She said that home school stu¬ 
dents score higher in mathemat¬ 
ics because they concentrate on 
mastering basic arithmetic in¬ 
stead of mathematics theories in 
early grades. 

Now that we know that home 
schooling works and why home 
schooling works, it seems reason¬ 
able to hope that government en¬ 
courages and learns enough from 
it to end our A Nation at Risk sta¬ 
tus. 

But that’s not what has hap¬ 
pened. According to a World Net 
Daily article, President Clinton 
has decided to regulate home 
schooling 

“The best thing to do is to get 
the homeschoolers organized,” he 
said. “We should say, ’Look, 
there’s a good way to do this and a 
not-so-good way to do this,”’ and 
require that home-schooled stu¬ 
dents meet academic bench¬ 
marks. 

“But if you’re going to do this,” 
he added, “your children have to 
prove that they’re learning on a 
regular basis, and if they don’t 
prove that they’re learning then 
they have to go into a school - ei¬ 
ther into a parochial or private 
school or a public school.” 

“I think we are pretty orga¬ 
nized,” Michael Farris, president 
and founder of the Home School 
Legal Defense Association, told 
WND. ”It would seem to me that 
the last person we would want to 
be organized by is the govern¬ 
ment”

Should taxpayers be forced to pay for job losses 


The City Council in Romulus, 
Michigan last Monday night was faced 
with a variation of the same issue the 
Congress is confronting this week in 
Washingtoa The question is, “Should 
the taxpayers be forced to subsidize 
the elimination or mere maintenance 
of jobs in their city, or country?” 

General Motors is investing in ex¬ 
cess of $95 million at two plants it op¬ 
erates in Romulus. They are request¬ 
ing 12-year tax abatements (a 50% re¬ 
duction in prope^ taxes) on the two 
investments, which would result in 
tax savings to GM well over $2 million. 
According to GM’s own numbers, one 
of the projects will add no new jobs 
and the other holds out the prospect 
of adding 112 jobs related only to that 
specific investment. No numbers 
were furnished as to whether total 
employment at the plants would go up 
or down. 

At first glance, the issue seems to 
be a “no-brainer”for the council. Why 



should other companies in the city 
and the residents be asked to shoul¬ 
der a portion of GM’s tax burden 
when a significant number of existing 
jobs were originally subsidized by an 
earlier abatement and no commit¬ 
ment is made regarding overall em¬ 
ployment in the city? It’s not quite 
that easy. GM is the city’s and state’s 
largest employer and taxpayer and 
carries tremendous clout with the 
council, governor and state legisla¬ 
ture. Even if the council denies the 
abatement requests, the Michigan 
State Tax Commission could overrule 
it 


Granting of Normal Trade Rela¬ 
tions status (NTR) to Communist Chi¬ 
na also involves the question of tax¬ 
payer subsidies to private companies. 
A host of taxpayer subsidies are avail¬ 
able to companies doing business in 
foreign countries but only if those 
countries have been granted NTR sta¬ 
tus, formerly called the more descrii> 
tive Most Fhvored Nation (MEN) sta¬ 
tus. 

There has been vocal and well- 
publicized opposition to granting Chi¬ 
na permanent NTR status, which (we 
are told) is a pre-condition of its entry 
into the World Trade Organization 
(WTO). Opponents argue (correctly) 
that granting permanent NTR status 
to Communist China would take away 
any leverage the groups have in pres¬ 
suring China to improve its recoixl on 
human rights, religious freedom, 
workers’ rights and the environment 

However, the issue of taxpayer 
subsidies for China ventures by Amer¬ 


ican companies has strangely escaped 
the notice of the national media Only 
the opponents arguing for year-to- 
year renewal of NTR for China re¬ 
ceive national recognition. If they 
win, this would still leave the taxpay¬ 
er subsidies intact 

When this column was started 
(May 7th) the outcome was still in 
doubt in the congress. On May 8th, 
the City Council voted unanimously to 
grant the 12-year abatements to Gen¬ 
eral Motors. 

Congress (and the president) could 
divorce or de-couple the subsidy issue 
from NTR and require taxpayer sub¬ 
sidies (if any) be justified by benefits 
to the entire country, not just the mul¬ 
ti-national giants. 

Don’t hold your breath. The presi¬ 
dent, congress and the media don’t 
seem to think the issue is worthy of 
any discussion or action. 
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On RJR’s new 
supposedly “safer” 
cigarette 

To tJie Editor: 

Despite all of the unsub¬ 
stantiated claims of lower 
smoking risk, RJR’s sup¬ 
posedly “safer” Eclipse ciga¬ 
rette does only one thing for 
sure-eclipse the truth about 
the harmful effects of tobacco. 

Touted as the “next best 
thing” to quitting, this newest 
concoction does nothing to 
protect smokers from cardio¬ 
vascular disease and stroke by 
RJR’s own admission. Each 
year, more than 400,000 people 
die from smoking, and the larg¬ 
est portion of these deaths 
were cardiovascular- related. 
Only the tobacco industry, it 
seems, would boast about the 
lower risks of a product that 
has the potential to kill hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of people. 
Indeed, RJR admits that the 
new Eclipse cigarette gener¬ 
ates higher carbon monoxide 
levels than regular cigarettes, 
making it even more dan¬ 
gerous for smokers from a car¬ 
diovascular standpoint. 

As for RJR’s claim that 
switching to Eclipse cigarettes 
will mean a lower risk for can¬ 
cer and related lung diseases, 
we are not buying it. Indeed, 
we have no way of verifying 
these claims, no process of in¬ 
dependent scientific valida¬ 
tion or medical review of the 
science involved. What we do 
have is years of tobacco indus¬ 
try deception and misrepre¬ 
sentation. 

The tobacco industry needs 
to be regulated by the Food 
and Drug Administration, so 
unsubstantiated claims, like 
those made by RJR for its 
Eclipse cigarettes, would be 
subjected to rigid, indepen¬ 
dent scientific scrutiny. 

Perhaps the most damaging 
aspect of this so-called “safer” 
cigarette is the false sense of 
security it gives smokers about 
their life- threatening habit. 

Smoking one of RJR’s new 
Eclipse cigarettes is like play¬ 
ing a “safer” game of Russian 
Roulette, with one difference. 
With the Eclipse cigarette, all 
the chambers are loaded with 
bullets.

Many thanks for Mrs. Harg¬ 
raves’ acknowledgment that 
Wayne needs a change in the 
Wayne City Charter. A change 
to allow Wayne citizens to 
elect their Mayor. Mike Wilcox, 
Publisher of the Wayne Eagle, 
has editorialized for the same 
basic democratic rights for 
Wayne citizens, as do I.

This system have us one 
mayor for a split term of 19 
years and several years as a 
councilman. Mayor Warfield 
served for 8 years. Charter is 
only 38 years. Does that indi¬ 
cate few persons, dominant 
class or clique? 

The Warfield administra¬ 
tion handled the CVS land pur¬ 
chase deal. That deal required 
a zoning change from RIAA 
(residential) to commercial. 
Written objection was pre¬ 
sented by a citizen who met 
the ordinance requirements, 
subsequently defeating the re¬ 
zoning. On adjournment that 
citizen had prevailed. 

Subsequently, midnight oil 
was burned. Minds were rac¬ 
ing, faxes were faxing. At the 
next council meeting, CVS had 
reduced their land rezoning 
requirements by 35 feet. The 
citizen’s written objection was 
invalidated overnight. Ex Post 
Facto.

Mayor Warfield now be¬ 
lieves he is qualified to be¬ 
come our State Representative 
in Lansing. However, he is ig¬ 
norant of the first amendment 
to the United States Constitu¬ 
tion relative to Free Speech. 
He gaveled me of the podium, 
threatened my removal by the 
Chief of Police, only because 
he objected to my description 
of Wayne as given now, in this 
letter. Few persons, dominant 
class or clique?

Newcomers to 
Wayne have no knowledge of 
the history of the operation of 
our oligarchy-tilted charter. 
One only learns by becoming 
involved. I wholeheartedly 
agree that we need a charter 
change to elect the mayor of 
Wayne. I thank Mrs. Hargraves 
for bringing this item forward. 

On the subject of taxes paid 
toward Newberry Square: City 
Council voted to spend Down¬ 
town Development Authority 
(DDA) funds in amount of 
$3()0,0()0.()0 to help alleviate an 
undisclosed landfill problem 
having the potential to nullify 
the project. DDA is authorized 
by the State of Michigan to 
capture a percentage of taxes 
paid only by merchants or 
businesses located within the 
DDA area. In Wayne that area 
is both sides of Michigan Ave¬ 
nue and both sides of Wayne 
Road. DDA money can only be 
spent within the DDA district. 
No DDA taxes are captured 
from residential tax. 

Wayne DDA was put in 
place on May 4,1982. Captured 
taxes then began to accrue for 
Downtown Development. I be¬ 
lieve the Hargrave family re¬ 
tired from business and 
disposed of their holdings 
about 20 years ago. If that is 
true, none of their earlier com¬ 
mercial tax money has been 
included in the DDA captured 
taxes. The residential taxes for 
Mrs. Hargraves are excluded 
from DDA. 

The Newberry Square pro¬ 
ject was first introduced under 
the Warfield Administration. 
The entire city council was avi¬ 
dly in support. I, citizen John¬ 
son, objected on the grounds 
there would not be sufficient 
parking for 72 rental units, 
commercial stores. State The¬ 
atre, Standard Federal, as well 
as Sanders Antiques. 

Under the Warfield Admin¬ 
istration I observed the city to 
purchase and demolish the 
Salvation Army building on 
Wayne Road to create addi¬ 
tional parking at a cost of 
$283,000. The Tai Kwon Do 
building was purchased for 
$185,000.00. It awaits demoli¬ 
tion for more parking. Demoli¬ 
tion costs have yet to be 
determined. 

It appears that the Warfield 
Administration’s perception of 
the Newberry enhancement to 
the City of Wayne was simply 
carried over by the new Dick¬ 
erson Administration. Mayor 
Dickerson is a young man such 
as Mrs. Hargraves wishes to 
see in Government. The Dick¬ 
erson Administration’s crucial 
assist of $300,00.00 will be less 
than the Warfield assistance. 

This is only a political fac¬ 
tion problem. The holdovers 
from the Warfield Administra¬ 
tion would like to continue in 
their role of bringing a great 
addition to our city. They still 
can, if they think of the good 
city, not who gets the credit. 
Let us heal the breach. 

I believe we can have a city 
attorney who will write a con¬ 
tract for $300,000.00 and no

Some people in the commu¬ 
nity have requested that a let¬ 
ter be sent explaining the 
reasons why my wife and I re¬ 
sponded the way that we have 
after receiving a couple of ap¬ 
pearance tickets from the Ro¬ 
mulus ordinance department 
awhile back. 

Really, ladies and gentle¬ 
men, it’s all about the “big pic¬ 
ture.” And what is that? Well, 
it certainly isn’t about me or 
my wife. If it were, we could 
have instantly worked out a lit¬ 
tle ‘deal’ and been imme¬ 
diately done with the whole 
thing for under $100.

We never would, have had 
the honor of proclaiming the 
rights that so many have given 
their lives for us to enjoy. 

We never would have 
learned about all the wonderful 
law that is really on our (the citi¬ 
zen’s) side. 

We never would have met 


others who are fighting to pre¬ 
serve liberties for future gen¬ 
erations; 

We never would have 
gained the knowledge that we 
now have about the “legal pro¬ 
cess” and “justice system.” 

These are precious benefits 
that are never planned for and 
not many experience. They 
have life-time implications, 
because they are part of the 
big picture. 

The problem is, every time 
we are silent when our public 
servants break the law or an 
institution violates our federal 
and/or state constitution, we 
grow that much closer to losing 
our most precious heritage- 
liberty. And we will leave our 
children to the slave master if 
we don’t act each and every 
day. Consider the following: 

“The liberties of our coun¬ 
try, the freedom of our civil 
constitution are worth defend¬ 
ing at all hazards: And it is our 
duty to defend them against all 
attacks. We have received 
them as a fair inheritance 
from our worthy ancestors.

Instead of sitting down satis¬ 
fied with the efforts we have 
already made, which is the 
wish of our enemies, the ne¬ 
cessity of the times, more than 
ever, calls for our utmost cir¬ 
cumspection, deliberation, for¬ 
titude and perseverance. Let 
us remember that if we suffer 
tamely a lawless attack upon 
our liberty, we encourage it, 
and involve others in our 
doom. It is a very serious con¬ 
sideration, which should 
deeply impress our minds, that 
millions yet unborn may be the 
miserable sharers in the event.

Good citizens, you know in 
your hearts that the “garage 
sale ordinance” is an unlawful 
intrusion upon your absolute 
right to own property (owner¬ 
ship includes use and dis¬ 
posal). You know it’s 
unconstitutional. What do you 
say we grab back a little lib¬ 
erty? We can repeal it through 
petition, challenge it in the 
courts, or maybe mass civil dis¬ 
obedience. But whichever way 
we choose, let’s choose it to¬ 
gether.
